For example, 
Mr. M’s bag might contain marbles, mustard and marshmallows.

By now the children are friends with Mr. M. They have had the opportunity 
to identify Mr. M’s sound at the beginning of words, and to recognize and 
write the letter M. These are difficult skills. Learning them may seem slow at 
first. You may be sure that your child will have many opportunities to reinforce 
these skills which are a giant step toward successful reading.
